Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant requested interview to clarify the sepcific teaching inChen 
that satisifes the limitation sof claim 1 regarding the claimed securement zone. Examiner expressed that, given 
applicant's definition in the specificationfor securement zone, and in light of Fig. 4, it appears that, given such definition, 
there is a larger securement zone that is subdivided into smaller securement zones, and therefore a limitation setting 
forth adhesive points or portions outside of the central portion can also be describing adhesive points that lie outside a 
smaller securement zone, and thus would be lying outside a securement zone, which appeared to be inconsistent with 
the definition of securement zone. However, Examiner acknowledged after a re-reading of claim 1 and relevant partsof 
the specification that there is no ambiguity or inconsistency between the claims and specification and that claim 1 does 
sufficiently and clearly describe the invention. Examiner stated willingness to issue an additional Office action 
(incorrectly referred to as "additional non final" in the interview and corrected herein) should applicant choose to 
formally file informal remarks that were sent to Examiner in anticipation of this interview without amending the claims.
